Disturhances Speedily Quelled by the

PHILADELPHIA, Dee. 18 —~The second
day of the traction strike ends with cvery
wheel yet at a standstill,  Excitement has
be:n ot & high piteh all day, but the for-
midable pollce arrangement prevented any
gerious outbreaks, though violinee was ex-
pected at any moment, A few oArs were
run totlay over branch lnes, guarded at
all points by policemen. In many Inptances
they earried thelr revolvera drawn. The
michs were no mmaller, but they respects 1 the
gleaming steel. Some feeble attempts to ktop
cars were made, but they had no grave re-
sults, Trouble will surely come tomorrow
it an effort I8 made to operate the cars
without thix heavy gusrd, This Is the uni-
versal opinlon, Rumors were plentiful. It
Is wsoerted tomight that o prominent lawyer
I8 making evertures to both sides looking to
& settlement by arbiteation through a com-
mittee to be appointzd by a oty officlal
Nothing confirmntory or contradictory to this
can be learned. It Is sald that Postmaster
Carr tolay Informed the United States dis-
triet attorncy that thire wers practically no
trolley malls moyving., The distelet attorney,
po the story gorw, Lelegraphed Attorocy Gen-
eral Harmon for instructlons.

A numb:r of arrests wers mad today on
chaisges of Inelting rlot. Nearly all the pris-
oners were held In ball. Several men were
kuocked down and injured in miner out-
breake, and thiy nre In hospitnls. One John
MeCleerny, who was struck on the hind by
n #tone during a riot at the Eighth and
Danphin street depol, has concus=ion of the
brain and may die. Michael Brennan, a non-
gtriker, le In pelson without ball, swalting
the result of MeCleerny's Injuries, He e
eharged with throwing the stons. Almost
the entire board of direetors of the traction
compnny  conferred with the mayor today.
Tt in psserted that all of them execept Presi-
dent Welsh wore In favor of making con-
cezelons, but he emphaticzlly put his foo:
down agalnst any euch action.

NEW MEN TURNED BACK HOME.

Today's cvents were a continuation of those
of luet night, for neither the strike leaders,
the triction oMeinls nor the mayor and the
other heads of departmenis sought thelr
homes durlng the night, Active work was
resumed as early as 8 8. m,, when a strik:re’
committes went to the Pennsylvania rallroad
gtatiof and lptercepted o delegation of rail-
way workers from Baltimere, The slory goes
that these men had bien sent for by the
teaction peoply to take the places of the
strikers, but that the latter induced the new-
comiers o return (o Baltimore and pald thelr
fures.

When daybreak came the clty was quiet,
which condition continued throughout the
day, barring a few minor outbresks, This
was due to the numerous and stringent
plofee regulations.  Enong epeclal men had
ber newern In te ralee the number to over
2.500, and vvery one of these was on duty.

At every principal point in  the city de-
tactiments of armed police were conecen-
trated, and scattered all along the more

frequented thogoughfares were blue conts in
plenty. Following an eorder from Directer
Bittler, any gathering copsisting of  more
than flve persons, was (nstantly disperseil,
Several peaceable citizens resented thie, and
vere promptly arrested.  Thorughout the
day spasmadls attempte to Keep several of
the lines in motion were made, but Iln every
instatica the crawling car hore more pollee-
men than passengers.  This attracted from
the erowds mor: derlsion than vieleace, On
the Market strect lne the core were running
with un aggregate of four pollcemen on front
und rear platforms, and surrounded by a
corcdn of mounted officers. These were In-
variably greeted with howls and cries of
ridicule.

The Eighth street line was the only other
brinch which attempted to run cars with
auything  approaching regularity. Thes#
wire guarded by four policemen epch, and
‘wore  patronized slightly by the public,
Tenth street ran cars at Intervale and caried
R lew passengirs. There were no attempts
to molest cars on any of these lines.

HIRST REPORT OF TROUBLE,

Mhe earliest report of trouble came from
the Ridge avenue depot at 10:30. A car
with a quartet of pollcemen was started out
and ecrawled safely through a howlinpg mcb
of gevernl thousand strikers and sympathlzers,
A short distauce away, however, an obstacle
was encountered In the shape of 4 heap of
debris plled on the tracke to the belght of
noear. A mob surrounded the ear and wasp
only vestrleted from  violence by the slght
of gleaming revelvers In the hands of the
police.  When the debris had been clearod
away thee nr moved on, but had not pro-
ceedivd moere then a few feet when there
wix @ fusilade of rocks and stones. At
tempts to stop cars were made in the mill
digteiet, bot the police, with the ald of their
clubs, drove off the meb. At one paint Lo the
extreme northeavtern section of the Bller's
ra‘lroad rallroad tles and  boulders were
pilsd on the trucks, but herve, too, the polles
prevented serlous trouble,

On the Fifth and Sixth street line an at-
timpt was made by o gang of boys to pull
ot the switehes. At noon a mall car wap
sturted from the Ridge avenue depot with a
pew molorman, a new conductor and a full
onmplement of clerke, The depol was sur-
rounued by a mob of 2,000 or 3,000 people.
but they uliowed the car to get about a
hicek away. Then, led by the wife of the
new motorman, an assmult was made on the
ear and the woman herself dragged her hus-
band from the plitform. The outbreéak was
only gquelled by the arrlyval of a regular
car loaded with policemen. This was at-
tached Lo the rear of tha mall car and Unhele
gam's vebicle was pushed along.

A Fitth and Sixth sireet car was at-
tacked down town by a crowd of such magni-
tude tha! the police were wmporarlly over-

helmed. A number of the rioters boarded

e front platform and rafned blow after
blow on the motorman, who was only saved
fron fur,ml-r dunger by the arrival of an
additional de'anchment of police.  Attempled
riots were made at wvarlous points along
the lines during the day, but late in the
evenlug the cars censsd running,

BERIOUS AFFRAY THREATENED,

What threatened to be a serious affray
ocourred at Twelfth and Market this after-
noon.  An immense orowd was congrogated
there, which the pollce gttempted to disperse,
Several men tried to inclte the mob to vip-
lence aud aftée an éffort was mpde to arrest
one of the leaders. Instantly the larger
portion of the crowd became uoruly and made
s0 unorganized charge on the police. The
urpeot of affai~s grew so threatening Lhat
several of the mopnted officers were com-
velled to fre several shote tuto the alr.
This put a sudden end to the uprising. but
It led to "many sensational reports of strikers
belng shot down.

States Minieter Terrill, ministers ‘at Marso-
van telegraphed yesterday that they were
all safe and guarded by troops. A litter dared
December 2 has been recelved hire from
an Ameriean misslonary at Caesurea, giving
herrowing details of th® horrors of the pre-
vious three days,

The writer says that the Turke swarmed

through the stroets and into the houoses,
stoning, clubbing and killing  every Ar-
menlan within reach. The Amerlean mlg-

sicn was not harmid, evidently In pursuance
to orders by ‘Turkish officlals, But, the
mirelonary continues, the barbarity practiosd
upoen the Armenians passes all deseription.
They wire lternlly hackel (o pleces, and
1,000 pirkons were killed on the afternoon
of November 30,

The misslonary algo says that the Turkish
woldlers confessed tliat the governmont gave
them permigsion to plllage. The beys of the
American milssion wchool are gafe. The letter
voncludee:  *One hundred and nine fugitives
ure belng shellered In the mission buildings,
but the safety of the missionaries depinds
dpon the presence of the troops who are
guarding them."

DEMAND GUARANTEES OF TIRKEY.

Meeting of English
to Dincuss Avmeninn Affnlrs.
LONDON, Dec. 18.—A great meeting of
nonconformists was held In the Clty Temple
to glve an expresslon on the condition of
affalrs In Armenia and the attltude toward
the Turkish government of Armenla. Reso-
lutlons were adopted, imploring the govern-
ment to compel the sultan to afford security
to the Christlans in his empire, under effec-
tive BEuropean guarantees, and urging that
military representatives of the powers should
be present at the surrender of Zeltoun, whieh,
It i# feared, theeTurks ure preparing to make
the cccasion for the slaughter of all the In-
habitants of that ecity. Rev. Joseph Parker,

prople lovk npon Russia and Germany as thelp
protectores, and on England us thelr perses
cutor.  Russla and France hiave for some
time been steadily worklng together In an-
tugonigm to Epnglund In the Ottoman empire,
In North Africa, Egypr and the Nile water-
wiy. Complicatlons between England and
Amerion might tempt thes: powers to press
thelr encrogchments more raphdly and furthep
than they would otherwlse have done. On
thie other hand, while the German powers and
Itply might not probably toke the British
side, there 12 80 much menance In the Bu-
ropeéan positlon and so many ominous slorm
vlouds gathering in the east that every loyer
of peace must deeply regret o see fresh
trouble Impending betwern Great Britain and
her kindred across the Allantie. In conclu-
